A motor vehicle is defined for UCR purposes as a 
self-propelled vehicle that runs on land surface 
and not on rails, and whose primary purpose is to  
transport persons.  Motorcycles, scooters, snow-
mobiles, golf carts, etc. are categorized under 
“other motor vehicles.”  Recreational vehicles are 
specifically designed to transport people and also 
provide them   temporary lodging for recreational 
purposes. Tractors, farm and industrial equip-
ment, and lawn mowers are not considered  
“motor vehicles,” as their main purpose is not to 
transport persons.  Motor vehicle theft includes 
the offense of “joy riding.”
